The Legal Aid Society of 'Milwau- 


kee, a charitable organization giv- 
ing advice and assistance to those 
in trouble who need a lawyer's sepv- 
ices^.but who cannot afford to pay 
for them, and the Associated Char- 
ities of Milwaukee have taken up 
the fight against loan-sharks. 


'The loan-shark evil in Milwaukee' 


is as bad as it was years ago be- 
fore loan-shark legislation was first 
enacted in this state, and is growing 
worse right along," said Miss Alma 
Schlesinger, superintendent of the 
Milwaukee Legal. Aid Society, who 
is in Madison for the purpose of re- 
commending legislation'to meet the 
present emergency. "The Legal Aid 
Society knows of cases involving 
loans made at interest charges rang- 
ing from 75% to 100% per annum. 
Organizations are operating outside 
the law, piling up money made by 
means of loaning nioney at usurious 
rates; private individuals are in this 
business which is not an. uncommon 
practice among foremen of factor- 
ies who loan money at exorbitant, 
rates to men working under them. 
The reason that so much, of this per- 
nicious_ business is going on is that 
.there is no legitimate enterprise in 
Milwaukee to which persons desir- 
ous of making small, short-term and 
unsecured loans can be referred. The 
need is very great especially now be- 
cause of the unemployment situa- 
tion. Due to the fact that the un- 
employment insurance measure fail- 
ed this year and that there are no 
small loan societies which will loan 
money without security, the man 
who is too-, self-respecting to accept 
charity in a temporary emergency, 
is at a loss or at the mercy of those 
money-lenders operating outside the 
law." 


Miss Schlesinger is in Madison in 


the interest of Bill number 148 S. 
which passed the Senate some "weeks 
ago and which is now to be acted 
upon- in the Assembly. 
148 S. is 


call_ed the Small Loan Bill and is 
designed to meet the critical situa- 
tion about which the Legal Aid So- 
ciety and especially the Associated 
Charities of Milwaukee are 
com- 


plaining. It provides for the su- 
pervision and control of all indiv- 
iduals and organizations conducting 
small loan businesses by the State 
Banking Commissioner, in order to 
stamp out the loan-shark evil. 
It 


also provides for a rate of interest, 
3Vi% per month figured monthly on 
unpaid balances which will make it 
possible for smal> loan businesses 
to, operate with a fair return on in- 
vestment. The reason that at the 
present time there are no such or- 
ganizations, Miss Schlesinger' said, 
is that the present rate of interest 
of 10% per annum plus a 7% inves- 
tigating fee, is too low to make it 
possible for small loan organiza- 
tions to operate with any kind of a 
fair return on investment.

The Bullying Of Ireland 


Now Talking of Interning 100,000 Men; English Now Treat- 


ing Country as War Enemy 


(From The New Republic) 


«rHEN Lloyd George planned a local parliament for the 
W 
south of Ireland he announced that the anti-Sinn Fein 


forces would have from twenty per cent to thirty per cent of the 
members, which would enable him to set up some sort of repre- 
sentative Irish government. He has had ^serious disappoint- 
ment. Sinn Fein won ninety-seven per cent of the seats. The 
other three per cent went to Trinity College, which is admittedly 
Engtand-in-lreland. To assemble this three per cent and caU it 
a representative body would, of course, be not less logicaHhan 
to assemble twenty per cent and call it. a representative body. 
But it would be even seven times less plausible. So the fiction 
that the will of the people supports the Lloyd George settlement 
has fallen through; and the British Cabinet is faced by a south 
crn community that is ninety-seven per cent against it. 


In the north things superficially look better for the British 


connection. A few Ulstcrmen stuck to the Solemn League and 
Covenant which over 400.000 had signed. But the vast majority 
voted for their Home Rule candidates—some of them several 
times over. The1 obvious drawback to the new experiment is the 
fact that Ulster must pay nearly £8,000.000 into the British 
Treasury within the year. No Ulster economist has yet been 
able to show his section can meet this fixed charge for imperial 
services. The southern boycott, moreover, is strangling the 
Ulster distribution agencies. Hence the local parliament in the 
north sets out discouraged on its lonely career. 


The truth is that Lloyd George's Home Rule was a gamble, 


nnd the trick has been lost. What has British statesmanship 
to suggest in its place? We quote a despatch to the Chicago 
Tribune which is explicit as to a new program, and .we wish we 
could see a particle of moral difference between this maleficent 
program nnd the course pursued by Germany in Belgium, by the 
Franco-Polish forces in their most recent exploits, by our own 
forces in the bullying of Haiti. It is wrong to soften words in 
regard to such inhuman acts as are proposed. We find here 
precisely the same brutal egoism which infects and imperils 
every militarized government in the world. 


The Chicago Tribune despatch of June 4th says: 


The Cabinet hns now decided to pive the civilians (the British estab- 


lishment in Ireland) a month to carry out their policy, and, if they fan, 
then to jftre the military n free hand. 


Military plaw include the doubling of the force at present in Mind, 


tHstrictinfy the country, erecting blockhouses and making a sweep in every 
direction for members of the Irish Republican army, who will be interned 
In rrwrt camps which are now being prepared. It is estimated it will take 
two of three years to brinjf Ireland to peace and that it will require the 
Internment of 100,000 men. 


It is also proposed to inaugurate a passport system from one district 


to another and to restrict injrress and egress to Ireland, making the move- 
ment of the rebels impossible and placinR the whole country under mar- 
tial law. 


To talk of interning 100,000 men would have seemed insane 


two years ago. It is the inevitable outcome of the adopted 
British policy. At the present moment the south of Ireland,is 
«-nemy territory in the eyes of the British government^ Army 
aeroplanes arc actually flying over the country, dropping anti- 
Sinn Fein propaganda after the approved fashion of 1918. Every 
day sees its ambush, its deportations, its forced labor under 
military guard, its military executions and its reprisals. Sinn 
Fein believes that the will of the people is firm. There is no sign 
that the doubling of the army of occupation will do anything ex- 
cept drive Sinn Fein underground. But the cost of this process 
is intolerable. It commits the British people to a program re- 
pugnant in its inspiration and its detail. 


The only -hope, as we look on this spectacle from outside, is 


the increase of those stresses, in England which Lloyd George is 
trying to keep from breaking down his power. The reconques' 
of Ireland is not merely unhealthy. It is unnecessary. Even if 
Ireland turns away from Britain politically, it remains a neigh- 
bor that, given freedom, must be a friend. The number of 
Britons who have thought this out has multiplied many times 
as a direct result of the bullying process.

The Parliament has adopted resolutions based 
on that conclusion, after considering the report of its committee 
on housing.

through legislative enactment, have sought to cause the produc- 
tion of more housing facilities," the resolutions set forth, "ant 
have considered certain other steps which might b« taken as 
a result of the disclosures being made by the investigation now 
going on, but have come to the conclusion that something of a 
more permanent nature must be done if the shortage of housing 
go menacing to the moral and physical health of the community 
fc to be relieved." 


The solution of this, as w«ll as of many other problems 


confronting the consumer, the resolutions declare, lies not in 
•eeking help from without, "but rather from within through
